Amended Rule

Case Transfer between the Rhode Island Training School and Family Services Units
or Juvenile Probation - This amended rule, formerly entitled Transfer of Youth to/from
the Rhode Island Training School (RITS), updates procedures for transferring
responsibility between the staff of the Department of Children, Youth and Families
service divisions when a youth is entering or transitioning out of the Training School to
ensure continuity of care.

Repealed Rules

Admission to the Family AIDS Center for Treatment and Support (FACTS)
Nursery — the provisions of this repealed rule of continuing relevance are addressed in
other regulation.

Employment Background Checks — Training School - the provisions of this repealed
rule of continuing relevance are addressed in other regulation.
